$150 a year if a family garden is 
cultivated and the vegetables are 
properly conserved, J. F. Rosbor- 
ough, horticulturist of the Exten­ 
sion Service, A. and M. College of 
Texas, said in a recent radio talk 
on care and conservation of veg­ 
etables, broadcast over 
Station 
WTAW, the A. and M. College 
broadcasting station. 
“Tomatoes, cabbage, or other 
garden products, if allowed to go 
to waste represent simply a loss of 
labor and the Iosb is indicative of 
that which could have been done 
had not the negligence of the per­ 
son allowing the waste caused the 
bulk of the crop to become a loss. 
Later in the year, the same per­ 
son who has allowed the tomatoes 
to go to waate in the summer, will 
go to the grocery store and buy 
this very product in cans. 
“Vegetables 
and 
other 
food 
products are not conserved solely 
by canning. 
A waste of food ma­ 
terials may come 
from allowing 
insects to devour the very food 
intended for ourselves. 
It is nec­ 
essary that a constant guard be 
kept in the gardens for insect 
enemies. 
Then if the insect army 
evaded and the garden is about 
to develop into maturity with an 
abundance of nourishing products, 
the weather may become dry and 
hot suddenly and thus present a 
new menace. 
It is economy in 
egetable yields never to let the 
garden suffer for moisture. 
A 
thorough dust 
mulch 
cr mulch 
made by piling old oat straw along 
the rows several inches deep next 
to the plants, affords a certain 
amount of protection from the 
sun’s rays and also consumes mois­ 
ture and prevents cracking of the 
soil. 
A small two-horse power en­ 
gine and pump will irrigate one 
quarter of an acre 
or 
less 
of 
ground from the family well for 
less than the vegetables would cost 
on the market over a given period 
and would insure an abundance of 
late summer vegetables such as to­ 
matoes, peppers, watermelons and 
cantaloupes.
